At the regular weekly meeting Mon- 
ady of the Board of CMty Commission- 
ers in Lexington an ordinance was 
introduced declaring motorcycles to be i 
a nuisance, and prohibiting their oper- 
ation on the streets of the city under 
a penalty of $50 to $100 fine and 30 
days imprisonment in the workhouse.

that it be referred to the City Soli- 
citor for incorporation in part into the 
new automobile and motorcycle ordi- 
nance which it is proposed to draft as 
soon as City S<^cltor Denny rettpms 
from the East. 

The ordinance was given its first 
reading and referred to the City So- 
licitor. 

The attention of the Commissioners 
having been called to the danger from 
automobiles to persons alighting from 
street can, the matter was discussed 
and it was found to 1^ the opinion of 
the Commissioners that a provision 
should be hioorpMVted in the proposed 
new automobile ordinance directing 
that all automobiles stop within ten 
feet of street cars while discharging 
passengwa.

NOTES OF THE FAIR. 
Among the visitors at the fair yes- 
terday were Mr. Hoffman Wood, of 
Mt. Sterling, Secretary of the Mont- 
gomery Fair Association. Mr. Wood 
was here in the interest of the fair 
which is to be held in Mt. Sterling in 
1914, and which gives every promise 
of being the best fair in the State.

The awards will be made to- 
day. 

About the happiest man to be seen 
on the fair grounds yesterday was 
Secretary John Wiggins. This is 
John's first venture as Secretary of 
thes ociety ^nd when it was reported 
the crowd was the largest that had 
ever assembled on the grounds on the 
opening day he was all smiles. The 
success of the cake walk pleased him 
a great deal, too, as well as George 
Stuart, who was one of the princi- 
ples in promoting this feature.

The Farmers" Bank, a State Treas- 
ury Depository under the administra- 
tion of State Auditor S. W. Hager, was 
sued at Frankfort yesterday by the 
State of Kentucky to collect $31,000 
paid out to Assistant Auditor Judge 
Charles /E. Booe, who was convioted 
of the offense and served a term Ia the 
penitentiary. 

As a State depository the Fsrmers' 
Bank gave to the State a personal 
bond, amounting to several hundred 
thousands of dollars. Judge Booe, 
while Assistant Auditor, forged the 
names of many persons to checks at 
this bank, making a total of $31,0Q0 
which, it is alleged in the petition, 
was not accounted for to the State. 

The law in this State provides that 
a bank is liable for the payment of 
money on forged checks.
